To find these in tho early and most curable 
stages is one purpose of the free chest clinics 
of the association, and more than 31,000 exam- 
inations have been held since the work started. 
Hundreds of unsuspected cases of incipient 
tuberculosis have been discovered and through 
proper treatment the disease has been nipped in 
the bud. Hundreds of others threatened with 
the disease have been 
saved through timely 


warning to building up resistance and instruc- 
tion how to do it. 
Thousands of bodily dis- 


orders other than tuberculosis have been 
brought to light at these clinics. This is but 
one of the Christmas Seal projects. The entire 


of a family which has sat tight for more than a 
thousand years on the same little piece of land; 
at least it cannot be done speedily. 
Because 


we have seen this continent change in the mem-
